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Statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 
citations and explanations supporting such statement 

1. Article 33(2) and (3) PCT 

Present claims 1-30 are considered to be novel. The known prior art documents 
do not disclose the method for detection of a pathogenic form of a prion protein 
of said claims. 

The technical problem to be solved by present claims 1-30 is the provision of^a 
diagnostic method which allows a sensitive and reliable quantification of PrP in 
a sample The solution Is based in the use of a microtitre plate with an 
enhanced binding of the pathogenic or scrapie fom^ as compared to a nomnal 
microtitre plate, i.e. an ELISA with a chemically modified transparent microtitre 
plate namely a clear nitrocellulose layer on the bottom of wells of a regular 
microtitre plate. This solution is not suggested in the known prior art documents, 
taken alone or in combination. Thus, claims 1-30 are considered to be inventive. 

Present claims 1-30 meet therefore the requirements of Article 33(2) and (3) PCT. 



Article 6 PCT 

It is clear from the description on page 4 that the following feature is essential to 
the definition of the Invention: 

The chemical modification of the microtitre plate comprises an application of a 
clear nitrocellulose layer or a clear layer of other suitable cellulose derivatives 
on the bottom of wells of a regular microtitre plate. 

Since independent claims 1 and 25 do not contain this feature they do not meet 
the requirement following from Article 6 PCT taken in combination with Rule 
6.3(b) PCT that any independent claim must contain all the technical features 
essential to the definition of the Invention. 
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
